Canada Will Send 
Britain More Food 


LONDON, Dee. 29.—(CP)—Can- 
ada will send more food to Britain | 
during 1945, Col. J. G. Robertson,

Col. Robertson said more bacon, 
more eggs in the shell, at least the 
same quantity of wheat and 125,000,-

“It seems to me,” he added, “the 
only limit to trading possibilities 
between the two countries will be 
the matter of payment as between 
the nations when lend-lease comes 
to an end.”

Marshal von Rundstedt gambled heav- 
ily when he sent 250,000 men and great 
fleets of tanks out of his defence lines on a 
Berserk rush into Luxembourg and Bel- 
gium. What exactly they were supposed to 
accomplish, other than to dislocate the 
Allied formation and postpone a general 
attack on the West Wall, nobody knows. 
Perhaps the Marshal himself did not know. 
If, as Dr. Goebbels says, Hitler plotted the 
affair, it was not von Rundstedt’s part to 
reason why but only to set the offensive 
going as per orders. 

It looks as if the pay-off may be about 
to begin, if it has not already begun. The 
panzer spearhead was turned back from 
the Meuse. The garrison of Bastogne held 
out. American forces on the flanks pushed 
in the walls of the corridor to a width of 
20 miles, far in the rear of the Nazi ad- 
vance troops. Clear weather enabled Allied 
air power to go into action on the blitzkrieg 
divisions, their communication lines and 
supporting bases, Berlin announced Thurs- 
day that the column was back-tracking for 
the Siegfried defences. Allied sources add- 
ed that the armored units were destroying 
their fuel-less tanks and other vehicles. 

If Eisenhower has been able to mass 
artillery on both sides of the corridor at 
its narrow point, the enemy losses on the 
return trip may be heavier than on the ad- 
vance, Modern guns at a ten mile range 
can do frightful execution.

Something to the Good 


Having got so far as to agree unani-

If they only agree to pile 
al 3 and let the Allies distribute food and 
me ‘cal supplies to the distressed popu- 
la on, that will be an immense service to 


the hungry and disease-smitten people. 
That much at least can surely be ex- 
pected, now that they have got together, 


discussed the situation with empty holsters 
an scabbards, and agreed on the first step 


that was obviously necessary. It may be 
sanguine to suppose they will go beyond 
this and actively co-operate in setting the 
country’s affairs in order, for people who 
have been shooting at each other have 
rankling memories. But unless there is a 
chance of this, the agreement to set up a 
regency does not seem to make sense. 

A good deal will likely depend on 
whether the regent can hold the scales 
even between the disputing factions. It 
will not be an easy task, but if he makes a 
tactful and courageous attempt he should 
have enough backing from the populace to 
carry on—which is more than the govern- 
ment has been able to do thus far. 

If the improvement in the situation is 
only moderate and conditional, any im- 
provement in such a situation is ground 
for hope. Whatever follows, Mr. Churchill 
and Mr, Eden deserve credit for having 
helped to establish a meeting place and 
common ground for the disputants, With- 
out their intervention, there is no reason 
to suppose this much would have been ac- 
complished. There was no prospect of 
peaceful negotiations before they arrived 
in Athens.

France Takes Its Place 


On New Year’s Day 1942, twenty-six 
nations, of both hemispheres, formally 
pledged themselves to employ their full re- 
sources against the Axis powers, and to 
enter into no separate armistice or treaty 
of peace. 

The obligation was set out in the fol- 
lowing terms: 

“1, Each Government pledges itself to 
employ its full resources, military or eco- 
nomic, against those members of the tri- 
partite pact and its adherents with which 
such Government is at war. 

“2. Each Government pledges itself to 
co-operate with the Governments signatory 
hereto and not to make a separate armis- 
tice or peace with the enemies”. 

The countries which signed the pact 
were the United Kingdom, the United 
States, Russia, China, Australia, Belgium, 
Canada, Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, 
the Dominican Republic, El! Salvador, 
Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, India, 
Luxembourg, the Netherlands, New Zea- 
land, Nicaragua, Norway, Panama, Poland, 
South Africa, Yugoslavia. 

On Monday next the French ambassa- 
dor will affix the name of France to this 
document. Nine other countries have join- 
ed in the meantime, and France will bring 
the number of the United Nations to 
thirty-six. 

This ceremony will mark the formal re- 
sumption by France of its position as one 
of the great powers. Equally it will signi- 
fy the attainment of the major objective 
thus far reached by the Allies; an object 
ive by which they have gained not only a 
sufficient and secure footing on the west- 
ero flank of the Reich but a powerlul new

ally as well. Already French troops are 
fighting on the upper Rhine, while a new 
army is in the making as powerful as that 
destroyed by the enemy in 1940, 

New Year’s 1945 will be a red letter day 
in French history for all time. But not in 
French history alone. The world at large 
has cause tu rejoice in the restoration of 
France as an independent and powerful 
state, the head of a great empire. France, 
strong and vigilant, is needed as a counter- 
balance in European politics; and the bene- 
ficent influence of French culture is no less 
needed, there and in every other continent.

Maybe It’s the V-3 


It may be, as Stockholm reports, that 
the Nazis are preparing ramps on Norweg- 
ian mountains from which to launch robot 
bombs at this continent, though it might 
be supposed that in their present situation 
they would prefer to spend man-time and 
explosives on something that has been 
shown to have more value as a weapon 
against the armies which are crowding 
across their borders. The super-men, how- 
ever, are a law unto themselves when it 
comes to wasting either materials or 
army divisions, and lesser folk may not 
hope to foresee in what particular direction 
their malice will next display itself, per- 
haps in disregard of military sense. 

The strongest reason to think there may 
be something in the Stockholm prediction 
is that—so far as non-super minds can see 

the enemy inventors must have some de- 
vice or other they have not yet brought 
into use. Else it is difficult to understand 
why German armies continue to fight with 
no apparent weakening of morale when by 
all rules of ordinary calculation they are 
doomed to certain defeat. They didn’t do 
that in the last war. 

Maybe the still untried hate-instrument 
is an ocean-hopping V-3. It may be some- 
thing entirely different. But the tenacity 
with which the enemy armies fight on in a 
seemingly hopeless cause argues that the 
mechanicians probably have some new en- 
gine of deviltry “up their sleeve.”

Drought in Australia Serious 


From The Australian News-Letter. | 

Faced with the problems of an 
abnormal increase in food demands 
from the Pacific front and from 
Britain, Australia is in the midst 
of the worst drought for years. 

In the coming season there will 
be a serious drop in the wheat 
harvest. The Australian Wheat 
Board's estimate of the 1944-45 
crop is 66,000,000 bushels, the 
smallest for 25 years. The 10-year 
average is 162,000,000 bushels. 

Australian requirements are 
estimated at 70,000,000 bushels, 
which means that exports will have 
to be drawn from reserves which, 
however, are fairly substantial. 

The meat position is serious. 
Pacific forces will require an addi- 
tional 350,000 tons a year, which 
may mean that the civilian meat 
ration will have to be considerably 
reduced, particularly beef, which 
is already a long way below mutton 
and lamb in the quotas supplied to 
retailers. 

Producers estimate that fat 
lambs for export will be one- third 
of the pre-war number. Many 
breeding ewes have been killed | 
for canning and thousands of 
lambs are not in fit condition for 
killing. 

Application of rationing and the 
quota system have helped. Price- 
fixing and the compulsory acquisi- 
tion of a portion of every carcass 
for canning have enabled the ac- 
cumulation of stocks in cold-storage 
and in cans.

Open Season in Quebec Politics

It’s open season in Quebec poli- | 
tics. And here is the situation as | 
seen, rightly or wrongly, through | 
French-Canadian eyes. | 

For twenty-five years only Liber- 
als were admitted to the hunt, And 
if an outsider made so bold as to} 
join the chase, a few casual refer- 
ences to 1917, the Union Govern- 
ment and cofscription usually

Conscription--with its cortege of 
imperialism, automatic participa- 
in England's wars, subservi- 
ence to Downing Street policies and 
the rest—has become a symbol, 

It symbolizes the fact that, to

In French Canada the fight 
against conscription is a battle for 
Canadianism, for Americanism in 
the larger sense, for greater inde- 
pendence from ‘\Vestminster and 
Threadneedle Street. 

This symbolic conscription is in 
the statute books today, It was put 
there, not by a Union Government, 
nor by the Conservatives, but by 
W. L. Mackenzie King, successor

LONDON, Dec. 29.—~ CP) - 


Britons are angered by the dis 
closure that Rudolf Hess, one 
time No. 2 Nazi who fled here 


in 1941 with a purported peace 
bid from Hitler, has a guard of 
30 officers and men, takes motor 
tours through the country and 
pounds the table until he gets 
extra fish for breakfast. 


“His sheltered life of motor 
rides, sunbathing and other rural 
pursuits is enough to tempt 
Hitler, Himmler, Goering and 
Goebbels to descend by para- 
chute on a west country meadow 
~-preferably near one of those 
quiet cathedral cities they found 
it fitting to blitz," The News 
Chronicle commented today, 

The newspaper said Hess was 
not a convicted war criminal nor 
a guest of honor so “our method 
of treating him seems to lack all 
sense of proportion.”

By GENE HANDSAKER 
LOS ANGELES, Dec, 29. 
(AP)—Joan Berry's attorney told 
a jury in her paternity case 
against Charles Chaplin that “I 
feel we have here the man who 
is responsible for this baby's 

existence,” 

Joseph Scott, a  white-haired 
churchman, referred to the words 
of Christ in his argument before 
the jury. He declared that in the 


| days of Moses, a woman caught in 


adultery was stoned to death, and 
récalled the incident in which such 
was taken before Christ in 
the temple. 

A lot of gray-haired old buzzards 
like Chaplin came up and demanded 
that she be stoned to death,” Scott 
declared. 
wrote in the sand those immortal 
words: ‘Let him among you who is 
without sin cast the first stone at 
her,’ and then to the woman added, 
‘Go and sin no more.’ 

“That is the philosophy of Christ, 
of whom I am a humble follower.”

door and stayed two hours.”
